SOIL MOISTURE 


Level of Water Table Is 
Acceptable. At All 
Points in Region 


Throughout the entire upper 
Glades the water table is more 
satisfactory to more people than 
ever before. By the term “water 
table" fs meant the line In the soil 
at which there is saturation, as 
distinguished from the term "wa- 
tèr level"—the elevation of the 
surface of water in the lake and 
canals. No complaint has been 
heard for several weeks from 
farmers in any of the Lake region 
districts. Nothing is being heard 
about excess seepage. from the 
lake. 
The three Pelican Rivers south 
of Pahokee are at a stage that 


the adjacent lands for a long time 
and at the-same time the water | 
is sufficiently below the banks} 
that sme rainfall can be accom- 
modatéd if ‘the farmers make 
ditches for run-off.

Lower Freight Rate and 
Larger Buying Power 


In New York 
Growers ask The Everglades 
News, “Why don't buyers and 


brokers distribute more 
stuff through the west insteed of 
sending most of it to New York, 
and why isn't some good Chicago 
commission house represented 
here?" Inquiries have been made 
to get such answer to the question 
as could be given by persons in 
position to reply. 

New York is the best market 
for Everglades vegetables because 
its territory is the richest and 
most populous and has the largest 
buying power as well as the larg- 
est consuming power and the haul 
to New York is the shortest and 
the freight rate the lowest. This is 
the answer made to The Ever- 
glades News' inquiries. 

Figures are not at hand to show 
how many cars of beans are taken 
by western markets in comparison 
with New York, but there are fig- 
ures as to tomatoes. In 1929 Chi- 
€ago took:1.801 cars of tomatoes, 
St. Louis 386 cars and Kansas City 
285 cars from Florida, Texas and 
Mississippi and Mexico; sale in the

the number of cars New York city 
bought from these same districts. 
It is likely thay what is true of 
tomatoes is true of beans and 
other Everglades vegetables, that 
is, that New York city takes twice 
as many cars as Chicago, St. Louis 
and Kansas City combined, from 
the producing areas above given. 
Total cars of tomatoes from all 
areas were: New York 7,703, Chi- 
cago 2,955, St. Louis 506, Kansas 
City 318.
